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‘400 Men Struggle to Keep Flood 


Out of the Great St. Francis Basin 


By a Maff Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 

CARUTHERSVILLE, Mo., March 12.— 
“We are looking for a crevasse,"’ said Capt. 
W.:+M. Forrest, a member of the Shutt 
Improvement Co. of St. Louls, wifich is 
constructing the two miles of new levee be- 
low this city. Capt. Forrest is superintend- 
ing the work. 

“We are putting our trust in the hobo 
and the mule. Our chief reliance is the 
hobo, for the ground is so sofé that the 
mule has reached the limit of his useful- 
ness in saving the St. Francis basin."’ 

Capt. Forrest made the declaration to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent today at the 
danger point of the Mississippl, below Ca- 
ruthersville, in the presence of 8. P. Rey- 
nolds, chief engineer of the upper St. an- 
cis levee board of Missouri. 

The river had just torn a gap 12 feet long 
and six feet deep in the crown of the levee. 

The ground crumbled away almost at 
the feet of the workmen, and, instantly, 
the earth had mingled with the flood and 
been swept away. One hundred and sev- 
enty-five men were concentrated in an in- 
staht at the point of attack. 

Sacks of earth were thrown into the 
breach, wheelbarrows of dirt were unloaded 
on top, and the battle to keep out the hun- 
ry river and save hundreds of lives and 
millions of dollars of property was on. 

The sharp cries of the supervisors direct- 
ed the laborers where to throw the dirt 
which was forming the barrier against the 
river's encroachment. 

Man after man trundled his Wwaewaerew 
to the spot on a run. 

Speed was everything. 

Slowly the barricade grew larger. The 
water had reached within a few inches of 
the top of the caved-in levee. With intense 
interest the men in charge watched the ef- 
fects of their effort to stem a current 
that battered the embankment with the 
force in a speed of eight miles an hour, 

The bags of mud stood the assault, hold- 
ing the enemy in check while reinforce- 
ments from the wheelbarrow barricade 
swung into the relief. 

Inch by inch the gap was filled.

Woman and He Ends Her’ 
Life and His, 


SPRINGFIELD, O., March 12.—Joseph 
H. Gibbs and wife were found dead lying 
in their own blood in the main street of 
St. Paris, a village west of Urbana, by 
two young boys. Gibbs started out early

COMPELLED TO ABANDON IT 
AT THE POINT OF A REVOLVER 


John Ryan and Michael Whalen Are 
Charged With Having Taken a 
Hand in the Highway- 
man-Like Job. 


Midnight roysterers with drawn guns 
compelled Driver Thomas Ryan, employed 
by Edward Schaeffer of 2229 Chestnut street 
to abandon his own carriage, after which 
they held high carnival until daylight 
Thursday morning, when John Ryan, said 
to be a ward politician, and Michael Whal- 
en, a commission man, were arrested. 

Whalen and Ryan refuse dto give any 
addresses. They are detained in the hold- 
over at the Four Courts. 

The police say that Ryan is a petty poll- 
ticlan and that ‘Whalen at times has 
taken active interest in ward politics. 

Whalen describes himself as a commis- 
sion man but would not give the loca- 
tion of his place of business nor of his 
residence. They refuse to discuss the 
offense which brought about their arrest. 

It was almost 1 o'clock when an order 
for a carriage came over the telephone to 
the office of Edward Schaeffer of 2229 
Chestnut street. The person at the tele- 

hone asked that the hack be sent to 

301 Cass avenue. Driver Thomas Ryan, 
who has been in Schaeffer's employ some 
time, was sent with the carriage. 

He says that when he arrived at 2301 
Cass avenue he found six men, in various 
stages of intoxication, awaiting him. Five 
of them jumped into the hack and the 
other one climbed up beside Ryan on the 
seat.

At length the driver became 
anxious about his pay. Mis demands were

When they started to go to the cab “ 
fice one of the men who had been inside 
the carriage climbed on the seat beside 
Ryan and the man who had been sitting 
on the box got inside. Ryan pro- 
ceeded but a short distance, he says, when 
the man beside him drew a big revolver 
and ordered him to get down off the box. 

Ryan complied and the new driver set off 
at a reckless pace. 

The carriage was found just before day- 
light at Jefferson avenue and Morgan 
street. The lamps had been broken and 

art of the woodwork hed been stove in. 

mprints of boot theels on the varnished 
wood showed that the men kicked in part 
of the body of the vehicle. The damage 
is estimated at about $75. 

Shortly after the carriage was found the 
two men giving the names of Ryan and 
Whalen were arrested in the vicinity of the 
cab office. Driver Ryan is not related to 
the Ryan under arrest.

Capt, Creecy Says Notorious

Two skeletons were unearthed at Ar- 
kansas and Potomac street by John Stutzke 
and Michael Skevington, workmen, digging 
a privaté sewer at 8:3) Thursday morning. 

The workmen wete frightened by thetr 
ghastly discovery, ahd called some of the 
res‘dents of the vicinity, who notified Capt. 
Creecy of the Seventh Police district. 

E-xummation of the earth in the place 
where the bones were found showed that 
they had probably been buried in a wooden 
box. The skull of ‘one of the skeletons 
was crushed as if from a blow. 

The bones of both were large, and those 
who saw § unhesitatingly pronounced 
them remains of white men. 

Capt. Crecy recalled the fact that about 
40 years ago there hed ‘been a road house 
in the ‘vicinity ahd that the place’ had 
borne an unsavofy reputation. 

John Stutzke, one of ‘the laborers, lives 
at 1807 South Third street. Michael Skev- 
Ington’s home is at 814 Walnut street. Both 
men said that Stutzke’s shovel had struck 
the bones when they had dug about four 
feet into the ground. 

Inquiry made by the officials of the 
Seventh police district did not result fn 
secuting any definite information about the 
burial of any bodies at the place. 

Unless identified, the skeletons will be 
turned over to the coroner, and may be 
interred in the potter's fleld or mounted 
by some physicians as specimens. The 
finders make no claim to the bones they 
discovered.

“No, I do not.” 

“Will Pennell’s death alter the plans 
of the police in their investigation of 
the Burdick case? Will the investigation 
be continued as before?” 

“The investigation will go on.” 

Mrs. Pennell died last night at 8 o'clock. 
Mrs. Abbey Y. Pennell, J. Fred Pennell, 
mother and brother of the dead man, and 
Henry W. Lamb, a brother of Mrs. Pen- 
nell, were present when death came. Mr. 
Lamb of St. Louis, the woman's father, 
did not arrive in time to see his daughter 
before her death. 

The automobile which carried Mr. Pen- 
nell and his wife in the plunge to the bot- 
tom of the stone quarry was carefully ex- 
amined by the police. 

The result of the examination left no 
doubt in the minds of any of the men 
present that Mr. Pennell did everything in 
his power to regain control of the vehicle 
when it careened. The brakes were tightly 
set, the power indicator pointed to “re- 
verse’ and the track of the wheels in 
the soft earth on the ridge between the 
street pavement and the quarry showed that 
the wheels were turning backward when 
the machine sped forward to destruction. 


Pennell’s Last 

Statement. 

Just prior to the fatal automobile ride, 
Arthur R. Pennell, in an interview, dis- 
cussed the Burdick case—his last earthly 
statement on the mystery. In full, the 
interview was as follows:
